LABOR DAY, 1937 
As Labor days have come and gone with the pas­ 
sage of years in the industrial growth of the U nited 
States, each one has been a special occasion for re­ 
views of labor’s accom plishm ents and Its aims. 
There has been compiled, step by step, an im ­ 
pressive record of progress tow ard fulfillm ent of the 
w orkingman's proper destiny in a democratic civil­ 
ization. 
In political and economic rights and in 
contributions to the m aterialistic evidence of civiliza­ 
tion, labor has earned a dignity and an Im portance 
which, Americans rightfully 
believe, are unequaled 
anywhere else on earth. 
Tliis unique raising of the dignity of labor has not 
been brought about without clashes of opinion and 
policy. Inevitable in a country th a t guarantees free­ 
dom of expression and action. 
Labor, within itself, 
has experienced stresses and strain s which sometimes 
handicapped It a t the time, but which later could ue 
discounted as valuable experience. 
If one thing were to be chosen as being im portant 
above all others as the result of decades of striving 
to reach a more perfect adjustm ent, it m ight be this: 
In the U nited States, labor is a condition of life, not 
a separate class of citizenship. 
W hat Is called the laboring class Is not a p roletar­ 
ian bloc, as it would be 
classified 
abroad 
Most 
Americans have had the experience of common labor 
a t some tim e or other in their lives. 
Most of the 
m anagers and capitalists 
of 
industry 
started as 
workers. 
Their 
success 
as 
executives and as fi­ 
nanciers depends wholly on th eir ability to serve 
workers, who are their producers and consumers. 
During th e past year there has been unusual ac­ 
tivity in organization of workers into unions. 
A 
substantial m inority of the working population has 
been brought under the control of union leadership, 
and m any still unorganized workers have beeen con­ 
fronted with the Issue of unionization. 
Because it 
is their problem, because it has been made a political 
question and because the problem s of labor are the 
problems of the nation, it m ust be faced realistically. 
The ultim ate outcome of w hat Is happening is u n ­ 
certain. 
Home are apprehensive, because they fear 
th at in some way American labor may plunge into 
the pitfall of proletariiinl&m—o r be plunged Into it 
by leaders who stand to gain som ething by creation 
of an illusion of class distinction which never actually 
has existed outside the fevered im aginations of per­

Fletcher Believes 
Census Should Be 
Taken More Often 


(By A ssociated P ress) 
W ASHINGTON, Sept. 4 
Repre­ 
sentative Brooks Fletcher of M ar­ 
ion, O., said 
today 
the national 
census should be taken more fre­ 
quently and a count of the unem ­ 
ployed m ade each year. 
He suggested also 
a 
study 
of 
m eans to determ ine accurately the 
num ber of physically and m entally 
defective persons with a view to 
curtailing crime, 
particularly 
sex 
offenses. 
Fletcher, chairm an of the house 
census com m ittee, said he intends 
to ask the next congress to a u th o r­ 
ize a federal census every 
five or 
eight years instead of ten. 
He criticized the unem ploym ent 
census bill passed by the recent 
congress on the ground it am ount­ 
ed to nothing more th an a volun­ 
tary registration 
of 
the 
n atio n ’s 
jobless. He doubted, he said, th a t 
.-.uch registration would provide "a 
true picture” of the unem ploym ent 
situation. 
Fletcher suggested the possibility 
of advancing the regular 1940 ten- 
year census to 1938 with a view to 
counting a t the 
same 
tim e 
the 
num ber of peisons out of work. 
A more frequent federal census, 
he said, would provide m uch val­ 
uable inform ation, particularly in 
connection with adm inistration of 
rife Social Security Act.
